The whole market felt the lack
of the early aggressive leadership of Union
Pacific and drulng the final hour there was
a .ragged recession, which wiped out early
gains and carried prices of Important stocksamong the Grangers. Coalers, New York
public utilities and high-price- d Industrials
below last night. There was a late advance
in the Southern group marked by very
large buying of Southern Railway at an
extreme advance of 1H.

Louisville Slake, a Rise.
Louisville was lifted at the same time

H. and Chicago, Indianapolis and Louis-
ville rose Z' over last night's close, after
erratic fluctuations.
